Summary ot Hews from the Far Last. 


Various contradictory rumours come to us regarding the 
impending civil war in Japan. The latest of these asserts that 
Choshiu had finally rejected the Tycoon’s terms, being supported 


‘in that course by Satsuma, A telegram dated 13th July from 


Yokohama has been received in Paris which distinctly states 
that “ Prince Nagato (Choshiu) has accepted the conditions im- 
posed by the Tycoon.” This date is just a month later than 
our mail news, and in that interval the position of affairs may 
6s have undergone a considerable change. 
YOKOHAMA. 

" From this port we have only three days’ later news, namely, 
to the 14th June. No events of" importance had transpired in 
this short interval, and the state of affairs is thus briefly summed 
up in an “ Extra” to the Japan Times :— 

“ We only publish the present sheet to draw the attention of 
our readers to the movements in the import trade. It is to be 
remarked that the deliveries now reported more than equal those 
of the whole of the last month. So long as the services refrain 
from exchanging, and the demand for native coin required for 
silk-egg buyers keeps up, ichibous are likely to be firm 
at our quotations, if they do not indeed advance in value, and 
prices of imports being broken down, we expect soon to have to 
report considerable sales, which though made at a great loss to 
the importers, will have the effect ultimately of restoring a 
. | healthy tone to our market. The Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce are understood to be discussing the currency 
question. We formed an opinion long ago that there is but 
one course open to reformers of the existing abuses—the es- 
tablishment of a mint and the adoption of the native coinage 
in our trade with the country. But due notice must be given 
of the change. The shook which would be felt by the imme- 
diate establishment of the new mint—or, what would be equi- 
valent—fixing the rate of exchange for dollars into ichibous, 
until the new coin, whatever is to be its denomination, is 
"| ready—would be far too sudden and too great to be safe. We 
hear that some members of the committee, however, are in 
favour of such a course; we shall take an immediate opportu- 
nity of stating the views of the opposition. 

“Troops, at the rate of two bundred a day, are pouring down 
The general command 
ing here, Kabuto Sentaro, is in Yedo despatching these forces- 
One of his colonels has already left and another is going im- 
mediately. Our report of a skirmish in which the Shogoon 
was worsted has been confirmed. There is no doubt now 
whatever that Satsuma is assisting Choshiu, both with men 
and money. In fact, it would appear that the Shogoon has 
been forced to fight, much against his will, No local incident 
of any importance has occurred since the departure of the 
French mail.” General van Valkenburgh, the United States 
Minister to Japan, was daily expected, the vessel in which he 
took passage from San Francisco being overdue. The same ship 
conveys the Hon, Anson Burlinghame, United States Minister 
to Peking. 
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CHINA. 
TIENTSLY. 

From this port our latest advices are to the 13th June. The 
following is from Messrs. Platt and Co.’s Mouthly Report :— 

Since our last report we have received the English mails of 
the 10th and 26th March, and the 10th April, with telegraphic 

, advices to the 28th idem, via India. Via Kiachta, telegrams 
have throughout the month como to private hands bearing 
later European dates than those reccived here from tho south, 
By the Russian post wo have communications with Kiachta 
four times a month. 

Ptece Goops.—Native merchants during tho whole of last 
month forced sales in order to mcet tho bills drawn against 
their Shanghai purchases, which, together with the unfavour- 
able telegraphic advices, occasioned falls in prico day by day, 
and with few exceptions led foreigners to withdraw from the 
market. 

Grey Suixtixcs—As a daily fall in price led the way, 
natives having sold recklessly many of the largo number 
imported, and as advices from the interior fairs aro by no 
means encouraging, we fear our spring trade will close without 
any marked improvement in price. 

Raw Corton.—Export to date 75,205 piculs. The brisk 
trade going on at date of our last has now almost ceased, and 
as the want of water in the rivers prevents the forwarding of 
medicine and other native exports from the iuterior, the vessels 
now discharging cargocs of sugar find difficulty in procuring 
outward freights. 

MANKOW. 

A body of Mahomedan rebels are said to have made an ir- 
ruption into Kansuh and captured and burned its capital. 
The Futai of that province has seutan officer to Hankow to pur- 
chase large supplies of arms and ammunition from Shanghai, to 
enable him to arma force to oppose them. Tho /lankow 
Lines mentions the opening of a new Roman Catholic Church 
at Woochang, at which a sermon was preached by an octogena- 
rian Chinese priest, and a latin oration commemorative of the 
eveut was recited by one of the scholars. 





SHANGIIAL 
From Shanghai we have dates to the 23rd June, five days 
later than those brought by the French mail, Telegrams had 
been received via Kiachta from England to the 22nd May. 
These telegrains, says the North China Herald, amply con- 
firm the grave commercial intelligence brought by the French 
mail, and justify the apprehensions which were entertained that 
the failuro of Ovcrend, Gurney and Co. would prove a prelude 
to still more calamitous events. ‘That a suspension for such 
an enormous sum as £15,000,000 should involve ether banks 
in the crash was expected ; but the announcement of a crisis 
8o scrious that the Government should have dcemed it neces- 
sary to suspend the Bink Act, surpassed the worst anticipa- 
tions. An almost total cessation of business here must no 
doubt ensue, But this result will not be an unmixed evil. 
There is strong ground for congratulation that the crisis has 
occurred so carly in the season, before the rercantile com- 
munity here had had time to commit itself by large purchases of 
tea and silk at the exorbitant prices at which the markets opencd. 
Persistence in buying at those prices cow!d hardly have failed 
under any circumstance to entail heavy losses ; but large pur- 
chases, followed by such a crisis as the present, would have in- 
volved a crisis in Shanghai as great proportionately as that 
which has now produced a dead lock in London. As it is, those 
who were rash enough to purchase teas at the high prices at which 
the Hankow market opened, will probably be heavy losers ; but 
of these again a proportion are, we believe, houses which were 
rash enough to send high limits to'their agents. Some of these 
will have strong reason to congratulate themselves on the loss 
of the Guinevere. Probably about sixty chops were bought at 
the absurd rates which ruled at the outsct ; but of this half, a 
sixth have no doubt found a better market at the bottom of 
the Yantsze than would have awaited them in England. As it 
is, they have probably realised a small profit ; as it might have 
been, they could hardly have failed to realise a heavy loss, 
Tho silk market has heen opened in Shanghai with the pur- 
chase of No, 4 Nanzing Tsatlee at Tis. 4 A small parcel of 
No. 2 Kia-shing has also been scttled at Tis. 875. It is incon- 
ceivable how, in face of so gloomy prospects, such excessive 
prices can have been given. If the news of the depreciation in 
silk which was received by the French ail, had failed to check 
the almost unprecedentedly high prices at which some 1,500 
bales of the new scason's produce had been bought in the interior, 




















the subsequent telegrams should at least bo effectual. Chinese 
officials and producers will both bo disappointed in the brilliant 
hopes of squeezes and profits which the opening transactions 
must have awakened. 

The present mail brings further particulars regarding the loss 
of the Guinevere. It appears that she was being towed astern 
by the Glengyle when sho sheered on to @ rock which stands 
about cightcen fect above the water opposite Wuchang-hcin, 
and sank immediately, Only a portion of the stern remained 
above water, from which about 1,000 packages were recovered 
and placed on board the Glengyte. They were sold at auction 
by Messrs. Little and Co. on the 20th June, and realised their 
full values ; the sound lots averaging about 37 tacls per picul, 
and the damaged chests proportionate amounts. The Guinevere, 
however, has been by no mcans singular in misfortune. The 
Highflyer grounded, both going up and coming down, and has 
returned to Shanghai and discharged her teas preparatory to 
going into dock, About fifty packages were more or less 
injured by her rolling while on shore. The Ain also dragged 
her anchors a few days before leaving Hankow, and drifted on 
to the Coulnakyle, causing the latter such damage that sho has 
been obliged to return to Shanghai empty for repairs, and is 
now in dock. The Ain only lost her bowsprit, and left Woo- 
sung on tho 14th. H.B.M. Consul at Hankow has, we hear, 
decided that each ship should pay for her own repairs. Tho 
Sir Lancelot will also, we understand, have to come to Shanghai 
to repair damages sustained through collision with the Roza, 
while the latter was attempting to take her in tow. It had 
been arranged that the Fire (Yucen should bring her down, but 
the latter’s shaft which has recently been repaired is again out 
of order, and she was unable to carry out the intention. Tho 
Sir Lancelot may be expected by the first ship capable of towing 
her, 

Up to the departure of the present mail, nine ships had gono 
up to load tea at Hankow, and five of these have thus already 
come to grief, the Eliza Shaw being, so far, the only one which 
has got safely down the river and sailed on her homeward voyago 
without accident. These facts have at last opened the eyes of 
the underwriters to the dangers of the river, and the rates have 
been at once raised from 1 per cent, to 24, making the total rate 
from Hankow to London 6 per cent., or 14 per cent. higher 
than on teas brought down the river in steamers and tran- 
shipped at Shanghai. 

‘The chairman of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce has pub- 
lished a letter addressed to him by the Director-General of 
telegraphs in India, regarding the transmission of messages from 
China to England via Galle. All such messages, it is stated, 
must be prepaid ; and no inconvenience is anticipated from this 
rule as “ most firms employing the line have correspondents at 
Galle.” We differ from the Director-General. Very few firms 
in the north of China, at least, have correspondents at Gallo ; ° 
and the inconvenience experienced in transmitting messages is 
therefore great. Tho only remedy would be to establish an 
agency at Shanghai, wero charges could be prepaid. 

The new tariff of taxes imposed by the Municipal Council 
of 1866 scomsto weigh very heavily upon native shopkeepers, 
and may yet have to be abandoned. At the meeting held in 
May last to discuss the Municipal Budget, somo of the proposed. 
taxes were strongly objected to, but M. Morel assured the 
meeting that the Chinese to whom the new taxes would apply, 
were not only willing but anxious to pay the proposed sums, 
Doubts were expressed as to the correctness of the Council’s 
information ; but the “ extraordinary” Budget was passed not- 
withstanding, and measures have been taken to collect the 
sums voted. The result has been made appareut by the 
closure of nearly all the native shops in the concession, each 
and every shopkeeper declaring his inability to meet the im- 
post, and his determination to leave if it were enforced. The 
crisis is rather a scrious one, but it appears there can be only 
one of two solutions. Either the new taxes must be abandoned, 
or a greater or less exodus, and a serious depreciation of pro- 
perty, must ensue. 

A new scale of wharfage dues has been adopted by the 
Municipal Council. ‘Po avoid confusion and difficulty in con- 
sequence of the varying value of merchandise, a fixed tariff of 
values of all the principal articles of trade at the port has been 
fixed upon by the Municipal Council and Chamber of Com- 
merce in consultation, on which the 1-]0th of 1 per cent. will 
be charged during the current yesr.

Having paid this double duty, the boats passed 
on until arriving at Namtao, where they were again stopped by 
the foreign Customs agent, and a further squeeze of tacls 0.4 
was demanded if the Chinaman passed them as his own, or the 
regular transit tax of taels 12.5 if they were declared foreign 
property, besides the rendition of all the receipts for tho duties 
paid at Wokong. Pending compliance with both these demands, 
the boats were detained. Boing now at Shanghai, however, the 
agent of course sought instructions from his employers before 
complying, and the latter referred the case to H.B.M. Consul. 
It is difficult whether most to admire the cool ignoring of the 
treaty rates and the transit certificates in the interior, or the 
consummate impudence of the demand at Namtao for rendi- 
tion of the proofs of theso illegal taxes, under pressure of do- 
tention. So palpable a breach of the twenty-eighth article of 
the treaty afforded an excellent opportunity for remonstrance ; 
and, armed with the vouchers which the Customs agents kad 
been so anxious to obtain, H.B.M. Cousul wrote to the Taotai 
demanding the refund of tho excess already levied over the 
stipulated rate, and the release of the teas which his agents at 
Namtao were detaining. Knowing, however, the skill in pro- 
crastivation which the Chinese are capable of developing under 
such circumstances, Dr. Winchester determined to follow up 
the written remonstrance by a personal visit ; and the 
result was completely successful, Beaten from point to point, 
confronted by written proofs of the exactions, the Taotai was 
compelled, after a sharp argument, to admit the illegality, and 
eventually consented to refund the sums extorted. The thanks 
of the community are due to the gentlemen who again agitated 
this matter despite previous disappointment, and especially so 
to H.B.M. Consul for the energetic determination with which 
he has pressed it to a conclusion. Now that the principle has 
been vindicated, we may hope not only that this important 
article in the treaty will not again be ignored, but that a correct 
interpretation will be insisted on, ig respect of every other 
article of commerce brought from, or sent into, the interior

Mr. M, C. Morrison, who lately performed fan overland 
journey from Tientsin, has safely arrived and leaves for England 
by this or next mail, 

The United States flag ship Warlford has arrived from 
Amoy. She isa vessel of 21 guns, and has no less than 400 
men on board. The advantage which will be gained by the pre- 
sence of the American naval force will no doubt redound equally 
to the advantage of other nations, in China; as the moral 
effect upon the Chinese cannot fail to be productive of good, 
and tend to make them more desirous to respect the rights of 
all foreign subjects. 

Two men named Johnson and Treasure have been convicted 
of robbing a Chinese boat up tho country and have been sen- 
tenced to three years, hard labour in Hong Kong gaol. It is to 
be hoped the severity of the punishment will have tho effect of 
checking the doings of rowdies up the country. 

HONG KONG. 

The dates by the present mail are to the 29th June. The 
latest mail outward was that of 17th May, arrived on the 28th 
June. On tho arrival of the news of the stoppage of the Com- 
mercial Bank an unseemly conflict took place between the 
manager of the Commercial and Mr. Andersov, the manager of 
tho Agra, which is thus noticed in the China Mail :— 

“A novel incident in the history of banking occurred shortly 
after the steamer bringing the London mail of luth May had 
anchored in the harbour, in a personal struggle between the 
representatives of these two banks in the portico of the Hong 
Kong Club for the possession of a bag of notes value $20,000. 
Efforts have been made to throw responsibility and blame on 
the Commercial, which we, having witnessed the whole affair, 
and knowing more than many of the surrounding circumstances, 
think entirely unmerited. Prompt determination, ready action, 
and manly vigour were displayed on cither side at a most 
trying moment. Each was well assured that he was in the right, 
and forget in his haste that both were prompted by the same 
excited desire to do the best for those by whom they had re- 
spectively been placed in trust, Whilst blame and respousibility 
may possibly in the end rest upon either side which shall seek 
to make a quarrel of the matter, the credit of neither has 
been thus far injured, rather the reverse ; each may rest 
satisfied with his relative position, and respect the other's 
mettle.” 

“We publish the following account of the Commercial and 
Agra Bank matter, as given by the gentlemen interested on the 
side of the former. We beg our readers to understand that 
we do not identify ourselves with cither side of tho question, 
and tho legal proceedings about to be taken will doubtless 
satisfy the public mind as to the rights of the affair. “A lac 
of dollars was payable to the Agra Bank and a cheque given 





in the forenoon in payment. A delay was caused in paying 
the amount owing to the refusal of the Agra Bank to accept 
the notes of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. In the in- 
terval the mail arrived bringing news of the suspension of the 
Commercial Bank. When such information reached Mr. An- 
derson’s ears he called at the bank and going into the Com- 
pradore’s room was informed that part payment was being 
offered in Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank notes. He came to 
tho office counter and addressing the clerk said that such notes 
would not be taken, and at that moment the compradore was 
instructed to stop all payments. Mr. Anderson, on being in- 
formed of this by the Commercial Bank's compradore 
asked one of the assistants if such information was true 
and on being referred to the manager went into his room, 
and afterwards rushed out through the office into the 
compradore’s room and seized a quantity of notes lying on the 
counter, beside the Commercial Bank’s compradore, that had 
been before refused by him, and inade off with them. On the 
manager being informed of such proceedings on the part of Mr. 
Anderson a chase was made and Mr, Anderson was caught in 
the act or entering the club and compelled to give up the notes 
he had unlawfully possessed himself of. Mr, Anderson cer- 
tainly resisted aud a little force was used, but when he agreed 
to hand over the money to the police no further violence was 
used, Mr. Anderson was only compelled to give up by force 
what he had taken by force.” [Mr, Anderson perhaps little 
thought how soon his own bank would follow the example of the 
Commercial.} 

” At the mecting of the depositors and others, creditors of the 
Commercial Bauk Corporation of India and the East held, accord- 
ing to advertisement, at the office of said Corporation at Hong 
Kong, June 23, the following resolutions were adopted :— 

“ That in view of the satisfactory local statement which has 
now been laid before the meeting, it is for the interest of both 
the Commercial Bank Corporation and its creditors that no 
action be taken by individual creditors until the receipt of letters 
conveying information of the course determined on in London, 
and that in the meantime such funds as may be in the bank's 
hands be placed on deposit with the Honk Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Company.” Proposed by G. Sharp, Esq., seconded by 
J, Mencke, Esq. ; carried by majority with only two dissentients, 

“That in the event of any creditor taking legal proceediugs 
against the bank, sceking priority of payment, the agent and 
legal adviser of the bank be requested to take such steps as 

_ may be necessary for preserving the assets of the bank for the 
general body of creditors.” Proposed by A. Booth, Esq., 
seconded by D. Lapraik, Esq. Carried unanimously. 

‘The first. meeting of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance, under 
the management of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., has 
been held, at which it was determined to begin business at 
once, the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank being appointed 
treasurers, 

The Bank of India have closed their business ia Hong 
Kong. 

A new daily paper, styled the Hong Kong Mercury, has been 
established, We are not aware of its proprietorship or editor- 
ship, but it appears to be very creditably produced. This is 
the third daily paper and we doubt if there can be room for 
three in Hong Kong. 

A farewell address was prescuted to Captain Nolloth, R.N., 
senior naval officer, on his departure for England, An extract 
says :—“ During the five years which you have passed amongst 
us, your unvarying urbanity and kindness, both in your official 
capacity and in private, have alike conciliated our regard and 
won our esteem, whilst the anxious desire to promote the welfare 
of the seamen, whether belonging to the mercantile or to the 
naval branch of your profession, by which you are so eminently 
distinguished, will ever cause you to be held in remembrance 
by those who have enjoyed your acquaintance.” 

(FROM OUR OWN CoRLESPONDENT.) 
Hong Koug, June 28. 

The arrival of the last mail, with dates from London to the 
10th of May, and telegrams to the 30th, has not done more 
than inspire an intense feeling of uncasiness in the colony, 
without bringing sufficient data on which tu base calculations of 
the actual losses which are known to jmpend, telegraph 
which t off short in the midst of the crisis or catastrophe 
is almost worse than no news at all, aud the feeling of uncer- 
tainty is further heigutened by the alleged existence in the 
colouy of conilicting messages, part of a highly gloomy nature 
and the remainder more encouraging. Up to the present, the 
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only patent result of the news has been the suspension of the 
Commercial Bank, which took place immediately after the arrival 
of the steamer on. the 21st inst, and which was marked by a 
curious fracas between the managers of that agency and of the 
Agra Bauk, of which full particulars appear in the local papers. 

Murder and piracy have been even more rife than usual 
during the fortnight, and the barbarous assassination of Mrs. 
Meyer, a young German female, with her child, in broad day- 
light, for the sake of obtaining possession of the paltry sum of 
$160, has filled the entire colony with horror and indignation. 
By an unusual display of activity on the part of the police the 
murderer was apprehended almost immediately. 

Three audacious acts of piracy took placo last week, the 
victims of which were a Hanoverian brig, the Danish schooner 
Karl, and the British barque Cwsar. All these vessels were 
plundered within fifty miles of Hong Kong by junke which were 
seen leaving the harbour just before the departure of the Cesar. 
T have had some conversation with the captain of this vessel— 
a highly intelligent young man—who expresses the greatest 
mortification at having been captured and plundered of every- 
thing by “a set of miserable wretches,” and attributes the 
disaster entirely to his having been unprovided with a proper 
number of rifles and boarding pikes. The two six-pounder 
guns he had on board were quite useless, as the junk, by her 
superior handiness, kept under his stern until close alongside, 
when she sheered around upon the barque’s quarter and drove 
the crew from the deck by means of the inevitable stinkpots. 
Once able to board, the pirate’s superior numbers of course en- 
abled him to overpower the crew of the barque. 

Iam happy to be able to add that an Ordinance has been 
drawn up by Sir Richard Macdonnell, which is about 
to be submitted to the Legislative Council, with the view of 
putting an end to that astonishing system of encouragement 
to piracy which has prevailed at Hong Kong up to the present 
day, Every Chinese junk entering the harbour is hereafter to 
report herself to a harbour-master’s station, to give an account 
of herself, her cargo and armament, and, if called upon, to find 
security for good behaviour, before receiving a permit to anchor. 
Your readers will, doubtless, in many cases express astonish- 
ment that only now should such a measure be proposed ; but 
the fact is undeniable that in the absence of all supervision 
and control the pirate junks have made Hong Kong their head- 
quarters for a quarter of a century past, obtaining both infor- 
mation respecting the movements of vessels and all n 
supplies of ammunition within hail of Her Majesty's “ vigi- 
lant” gunboats. In the case of the Cesar, the captain assures 
me that he recognised several of the pirates as having come on 
board his vessel while she lay in Hong Kong on some pretext or 
other, undoubtedly with the view of acquiring an idea of her 
cargo and armament. 

The Chinese authorities are, I hear, fortifying the island of 
Pak-shui, the occupation of which piratical haunt I mentioned 
in my last, and intend maintaining # permanent garrison there. 
Relieved as they now are from the incubus of universal re~ 
bellion, it isto be hoped that they will take some measures 
for raising their military system from the depth of inefficiency 
to which it has sunk, and the success which has attended the 
drilled corps of Chinese and Tartar troops, who were sent 
against the rebels north of Newchwang, will most probably go 
some way towards convincing the Ceutral Government of the 
advisability of extensive reform. No sooner, however, has 
alarm subsided in the extreme north than the note of distress 
comes pealing from the westem boundaries of the empire. The 
province of Kan-su is now declared to be overrun with Mahom- 
medan banditti, who have taken and sacked the chief city, and 
bid entire defiance to the authorities. Thus in one division of 
the empire after another the military system breaks down on 
the first strain, requiring the lapse of years and the expendi- 
ture of couutless treasure before “ order” is restored by the help 
of cnormous levies of uscless irregulars. 

One symptom of improvement which is beginning to be 
talked about is the institution of a squadron of Chinese gun- 
boats in connection with the Government of each of the mari- 
time provinces, which Jhas probably been the result of the 
remonstrances of Sir Rutherford Alcock at Peking on the 
subject of piracy. ‘The Chinese Government, however, appear 
wisely to have determined to avoid any approach to the Sherard 
Osboru scheme, by retaining the vessels to be employed under 
the distinct control of cach provincial governor, Steps are 
already being taken in this matter at Foochow, and will, doubt- 
less, soon be instituted at Canton also, 
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The Hong Kong Mint continues at , work, although numerous 
difficulties have interposed since its opening. The late finan- 
cial pressure has led to no small amount of the bullion already 
sent in for coining being removed by the banks. The dollar is 
not yet issued as currency, 





PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

The correspondent of the China [Wail writes, under date 
June 6 :—You might not be aware that a couple of months ago 
these islands were honoured with a visit from a real live Royal 
Prince, viz., the Duke of Alengon, who although only a grand 
nephew of poor King Louis Philippe, and without hopes of being 
any one more important than he is at present, still has royal 
blood coursing through his veins. This young Prince (for he is 
only 22 years of age) came out here to sce these rich but 
sadly neglected islands, as some say; others are of opinion 
that his intention in paying us a visit was to have an engage- 
ment with some of the Moros or Malays iuhabiting 
Mindanao and other islands adjacent, and, certain of 
victory, by this means to gain a certain decoration— 
the St. Hermegildo cross—which only can be obtained for 
bravely on the battlefield. Be that as it may, about a month 
ago the Prince with his secretary, accompanied by the sons of 
our Captain-General and the second in command, left this in 
the Don Jorge Juan, and a couple of weeks afterwards we were 
startled by the news of a great victory having been achieved 
over the infidels. After a little delay, which, as some wags 
say, was owing to the chief of the staff not being able to 
find words sublime enough in which to give the highest 
colouring to the description of this great event, the Govern- 
ment Gazette gave us the whole particulars of the affair. 
It seems that we had one officer killed, but not by being shot, 
but by having in assaulting a kind of fort surrounded by alittle 
ditch, slipped his foothold, and not boing able to extricate 
himself out of the mud in the ditch quick enough, was sun- 
struck, and died in consequence. Some twelve of the privates 
‘were more or less hurt, but their wounds were of no great con- 
sequence, as I heard from other officers present. But anyhow, 
the fort or whatever the structure might be called was captured 
‘and with it a brass eight-pounder, and some three more iron 
pieces of two and three pounds calibre ; aud as the Government 
report has it, the duke, his secretary, the son of the general and 
that of the second in command covered themselves with glory. 
These, as you will understand, were particularly mentioned in 
the report ; but having had a conversation with some officers 
of very high standing who were present, understand from them 
that the whole affair was a mere farce, and that regular troops 
ought not to have been employed in it. Certainly here in 
Manila it is laughed at, and caricatures of the engagements are 
going the rounds, although as you may imagine sub rosa. 

“T really think that these islands are under a curse, for what 
with earthquakes, fires, locusts, and typhoons we have been 
for the last three years terribly punished.. From the first of 
these calamities we have not quite recovered ourselves, and it 
will take some time before we are able to do so. Atlhough 
most of the private dwellings destroyed by it have been re- 
built, still a stranger will see a great many ruins yet; on in- 
quiring he will find that they belong to Government, which, 
owing to the very low state of the exchequer, is unable to 
undertake the rebuilding of its own effices and quarters. At 
present Government is trying to raise three millions of dollars, 
the half in a kind of public loan at 6 per cent. interest, with 
the receipts of the Customs as guarantee, the other half in, as 
I may say, 8 forcibly-voluntary manner, viz., by deducting 10 per 
cent. of the pay of all military, naval and civil officials whose 
salaries amount to over a thousand dollars a year, for which 
they will likewise receive 6 per cent. interest, and by a contri- 
bution of $200,000 to be paid by all householders together, for 
which they are likewise to be allowed interest. But of this I 
will speak more at length in my next. From fires we have 
likewise suffered a great deal, and last year particularly. But 
it seems that we have not yet had enovgh of this terrible 
scourge, for on the 2nd of this month, at half-past 10 o'clock at 
night, the bells of the different churches informed us 
of a fire raging on Trozo. Living in the neighbourhood, 
I dressed myself ‘and went towards the place, and 
found the whole village, composed of mat covered and 
bamboo-constructed houses, in a blaze. When I first arrived 
there were but few people present, and those almostall foreigners, 
the Indians having all deserted their own dwellings en masse. 
A splendid new brick building just about finished was then still 











= 
standing, and could have been saved if we had had at the time 
a few axes amongst us, but none were to be obtained ; and 
although we did our utmost in tearing down houses to save the 
brick building, all our efforts were in vain, and much to our 
sorrow we saw the fine structure destroyed. The fire continued 
raging till five o'clock in the morning, and on the third evening, 
taking a stroll through the houseless streets, I could see the 
embers still ablaze. 

“T suppose through this fire about 30,000 people have be- 
come houseless. Government is trying in a very praiseworthy 
manner to banish the ‘nipa and cana,’ or, as you may term it, 
matsheds, from the vicinity of more valuable buildings, but the 
people here are so careless that if it is evea prohibited to build 
nipa houses in certain situations, the owner of a brick building 
will not in the least interfere if an Indian erects his nipa house 
next door. The result of his carelessness is that in a short 
time he will see himself surrounded with a nipa village.” 








STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are to the 7th July. The London mail of the 26th 
May arrived out on the 28th June. 

Great satisfaction is expressed at the receipt of intelligence 
that the Straits Transfer Bili would be pushed through Parlia- 
ment during the session. 

The failure of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank following 80 
rapidly upon that of the Commercial, says the Straits Times, 
has produced paralysis of trade here quite unwarranted by tho 
experience of the past twelve months, which has exhibited even 
more than the ordinary measureof successful commerce. There is 
no doubt that the condition of mercantile affairs both in India 
proper and in China, and which is said to have contributed so 
largely to the embarrassment of the banking institutions 
named, has been the cause of some measure of loss to the mer- 
chants of this place ; but directly, this is [slight, aud cousidering 
that our staple trade both in exports and imports is equally 
independent of India and of China, forms no sort of grounds 
for the apprehensions which at present exist. 

The Governor left on the 5th July for Penang and Malacca, 
on his yearly visit of inspection. 

H.M.'s steamer Salamis, Captain Suttee, from England via 
Galle, anchored in the harbour on the night of the 2uth June, 
with dates from Galle to the 15th. 

The Nacodah Hadjee Ishmael and crew of the Dutch 
schooner Boeroexg Laut, from Singapore to Pontianak, were 
attacked during the night by twenty Chincse passengers off 
Tanjong Niang (Linga), after being two days at sea. Only one 
boy, called Lanpo, escaped by swimming till daylight, although 
wounded, when he was picked up by the Dutch barque Annetta. 
The rest were all murdered. It is said there were teu chests 
opium and 8,000 dols. on board the Boeroeng Laut, besides 
other cargo. When last seen the piratical passengers were 
steering north. The Resident of Pontianak, hearing the news, 
sent H.N.M. steamer Celebes over to look after the schooner 
and sent the boy Lanpo over to the Dutch Consul at Singapore, 
to identify the Chinese if caught.

‘A large quantity of silver had been sent away by the 
last three steamers to Hong Kong, and further shipments were going 
forward. The latest telegrams from Shanghai are to the 18th June, 
giving Exchange at 6s. 4d. 

‘The following is from Messrs. Sharp and Co.'s Bullion Circula 

Gotp.—Since receipt of the mail news on the 2Ist June the price 
for Gold Leaf has fallen a little; the value of Bar is still maintained. 
The arrivals have been $240,000 worth, and the exports $580,000, in- 
clusive of the shipments per Northam on the 13th June. 

Sitver.—$1,100,000 worth has been received, and $1,280,000 sent 
way. A large portion of this has been in transit from Shanghai. 

Dottar Curnency. — Inwards ¢1,330,00, outwards $3,230,000. Of 
the latter 9} lakhs have gone up the Coast, and the rest to India. 

We should be glad to see our own local Mint as fully at work as those 
of Calcutta and Bombay. 

Discount ann Mortcaces.—The effect of the commercial panic at 
home is being injuriously felt here at present, for though the rate of interest 
is not materially higher, really good securities have in many cases been 
refused, and loans are arranged with difficulty. 

EXxcHanc8.—Sterling rates remain much as last quoted, with the ex- 
ception of Bank bilis which have receded, a wider margin than usual be- 
ing insisted on. A better business has been done than might have been 
expected but many drawers hold back upon the news from home. ‘The 
rupee demand has been very small. 

Suanes.—The transactions have been but few and mestly confined to 
forced sales which have tended slightly to lower rates, 

















COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA IMPORTS. 
HONG KONG. 

There has been much more activity in the market for Cotton manufac- 
tures than for some time reported, although to effect sales holders have 
been obliged to submit to a great reduction in price ; in view of such very 
large arrivals, however, this can only have been expected. It will be noticed 
that settlements both of yarn and grey shirtings are on a larger scale than 
have been reported for more than two months. 

WooLLens.—There is still nothing doing and rates are rather weaker, 
he Chinese, however, have shown a little more inclination to become 

uyers. 

Raw Corrows.—A demand has sprung up among natives and large 
sales have been effected at slightly improved rates, Tientsin staple being 
Principally inquired for. The stocks in Shanghai and Tientsin are now 
said to be exhausted, and an improved market may therefore be looked for, 

Merats.—Iron continues scarce and rates are well maintained. Lead 
shows a considerable decline. 

Coats.—There have been xeveral arrivals during the fortnight, some 
for private consumption and « ‘ters to supply the market, the latter how- 
ever having been sold to arrive he only sales to report are of two cargoes 
of Formosa coal at $9 and $10 -espectively—these rates fully support last 
quotations, but in view of a good supply near at hand the market may be 











called a little weaker. Very little Bristol Channel Coal is on the way 
however, and for this holders are very firm, while buyers are willing to 
offer from $$ to $1 more than for West Hartley. 





CHINA EXPORTS. 

‘TeAa.—Operations continued at the high opening rates until receipt of 
the late monetary advices from London which instilled moro caution in 
the minds of the exporters, and the at from the country continuing 
large the dealers are anxious sellers, so that rates tend palpably down. 
From all appearances the season's yield is large and good. 

Canton.—During the fortnight a considerable business in Scented 
Teas has been transacted at a reduction of about four taels in favour of 
buyers; this is to be attributed to the very discouraging news which 
came to hand by the London mail of the 26th April, which caused 
a sudden cessation in operations on the market; the leaf bad been 
accumulating, and consequently the teamen became anxious to place their 
teas, thus within a week they gave way, and so the decline above mentioned 
was established. 

Asmoy.—The prices asked now by teamen are somewhat lower but are 
still considerably above home values. Arrivals to date are:—10,834 

ackages Congou, 2,459 packages Oolong. and 160 packages Orange 
"ekoe, against 5,294 packages Congou, 1,472 packages Oolong, and 435, 
packages Orange Pekoe, to same date last year. 

Foocnow.—After the departure of last mail an active business was 
done in all kinds of Congou from Common Dust at taels 8.7 to finest 
Kaisow at taels 46. This continued until the English mail of 26th April 
arrived bringing the news of a monetary crisis in London. During the 
following two days no business was done, but on the third, when the teamen 
showed a disposition to accept a reduction of four taels on finest teas, and 
nearly as much on the lower kinds, there were many eager buyers; and 
the prices speedily rose to within about 2 taels of their former level. Set- 
tlements of common teas have been largely made?for Australia and little 
good Common remains on offer. The market has been cleared of the 
finest grade for England. 

SuancHal.—The London mail of 26th April with telegrams to 16th 
May, arrived on the 1th instant. The news received, reporting war im- 
minent between Austria and Prussia, the failure of Overend, Gurney and 
Co., and of two banks not named, and a general panic necessitating the 
suspension of the Bank Charter Act, has had a very serious ellvct, and the 
market for new tea remains unopened. The export of teas from this 
port and Hankow to Great Britain is about 1,000,000 lbs., and to America 
1,500,000 Ibs. below last year's tosame date, Black Teas: No settle- 
ments have taken place, the majority of credits being for the moment una- 
vailable, The usual bank facilities having been withdrawn, holders can- 
not obtain advances on their stocks, and it is expected that a low range of 
stocks, and it is expected that a low range of prices will be shortly estab- 
lished. Only about 15 chops are on offer, none really fine, most of them 
are only of medium quality. Total settlements, with re-shipments from 
Hankow, from Ist June to date, 23,400 chests against 7,600 chests last 
year. Green Te: There bas been no business done in these descrip- 
tions, only 265 4-chests have been shipped, and the stock consists of 
about 1,000 }-chests. Advices from Ping Suey state that the yield is 
a large one, but as packers have been unsuccessful in obtaining 
advances for the purchase and preparation of the leaf, very few Gring 
hongs are engaged, and it is supposed that a large quantity of 
tea will not be gathered. Good average crops are said to cost tls. 40 
proportion laid down here. Arrivals may be expected in about three weeks. 
‘Total settlements: with reshipments from Kiukiang from Ist June to date, 
265 }-chests, against 3,600 4-chests last year. 



































Hawkow.—Transactions had continued toa large extent on the same scale 
as opening rates, some 40,000 chests finding buyers at tavls 34 10 41} for 
opack, and taels 24 for Oonams. 





Kivxtanc.—Black Teas: On the 2nd instant two chops of flavory 
Hohow (Kaisow kind) were purchased at 32 tls. per picul, but no settle~ 
ments of Ningchow took place until the 12th, when three ‘parcels found 
a buyer at 83) tls. proportion. Since then 10 chops had been settled at 
at froin 33 to 40 tls. ; prices about 8 tls. higher than last year’s opening 
rates. The leaf is considered inferior to last season’s but the liquors 
show a decided improvement. The mail news of 26th April had put a 
stop to purchases. Arrivals had been small, but large supplies were 
shortly expected.

Yoxouama.—Since the departure of lust mail no very great amount of 
business has been done in the Tea market. In New Teas about 440 
piculs have been settled at from $30 to 3I per picul, the grade is good 
medium to fine ; ‘after most .of these settlements were made, the teamen 
advanced their ideas as to price, and several parcels were withdrawn, which 
checked any large operations on the part of foreigners, while the stock, 
which is increasing cach day, is likely to exceed the demand, and conse- 
quently no advance in rates is looked for. In Old Teas about 160 piculs 
have been settled on rather easier term:

Yoxouasta,—The downward tendency of the prices of certain classes 
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of silk, and subsequently the news brought by the mail of the 10th of April, 
had caused some animation on the market when the arrival on the 8th of 
the French mail of the 17th April had the etfect of almost entirely stopping 
business. It appears that, owing to the partial failure both of the silk 
worm’s eggs reproduced at home and of a large portion of those which 
were exported last year from this country, the expectation which was 
hitherto entertained of a largely increased crop in Europe will toa great 
extent be disappointed. However, the probability of a war in Europe 
too heavily counterbalances the weight of such conclusions as may be 
derived from the abovo facts, not to induce buyers to suspend 
their operations until news of @ moro definite character reach 
this port. Settlements during the past fortnight amount to about 300 

iculs, and the unsold stock may be estimated at from 700 to 800) piculs. 
The anese persist in their report that the frost at the beginning of 
May, and the continuance of inclement weather ever since, will be found 
to have had a damaging effect on the crop of this year, chiefly in the 
districts of Joshiu and Sinchiu. They wiil decline entering into con- 
tracts for Silk-worm’s eggs. and expected very high prices for the articles 
which, probably, will not appear on this market in any large quantity 
before the 15th July. Settlements since the Ist July amount to 11,250 
bales, against 16,150 bales same time last year. The quotations, which 
are quite nominal, are as follows :—Ida, inferior, 580 dols. to 620 dols. ; 
Mybash and Sinchiu, medium, 700 dols. to 740 dols. ; inferior, 650 dols.

The steam ship Douglas left Aberdeen on February 26th, and on the 
Srd of March, while in the act of disconnecting, a sca, striking the pro- 
peller, broke the shaft; bore up for Gibraltar and arrived on the 8th, 
when, after a detention of twenty days and receiving a new shaft from 
England, she proceeded on her voyage and arrived at Singapore on the 
13th June; left again on the 19th with a full cargo and 150 Chinese 
passengers. The Douglas is the first iron screw steamer built at Aberdeen 
by the well-known and long-established firm of Messrs. Hall, and is in- 
tended to run in conjunction with the steamer on the Foochow line. The 
Douglas is 615 tons new register, 160 nominal horse power, and has 
sleeping berths to accommodate 200 Chinese on her main deck, with 
superior accommodation tor first-class passengers. She ia commanded by 
Captain R. E. Baker, formerly of the Undine. 

The British ship Elien Rodgerleft London March 10th had NE. winds 
fresh, after leaving the Channel severe gales from westward, the barometer 
28-70, the gales continued afier passing Madcira Island, being oblived to. 
pass 150 to the east of it. ‘The N.E. trades very light and variable 
‘April 4 crossed the equator, long. 24 12 W. the south-east trad and 
steady very far south. Mostly fine weather from the Sun to the Cape of 
Good Hope, with the exception of a heavy S.E. gale which lasted three 
days. April 20th pass the meridian of the Cape between the Cape and 
Auusterdan Island, experienced heavy gales, barometer very low at times, 
much lightning and thunder. Made Java-heads May 25th very light and 
variable wind, in the China seas fine weather.

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THE REPORT OF THE MORTALITY COMMITTEE. 

Tue Sclect Committee obtained by Colonel Norrs to inquire 
into the causes of the terrible mortality among our troops at 
Hong Kong has issued its Report, the tenor of which we regret 
to say is very far from being satisfactory. This unfortunate 
result we are bound to say is in no way attributable to any 
shortcomings on the part of the gallant Colonel, whose inde- 
fatigable assiduity as Chairman of the Committee deserves the 
highest praise; but the remaining members, fourteen in number 
secm to have becn almost equally divided into two parties, one of 
which insisted on throwing the blame entircly on the War-office, 
while the other was equally determined that it should rest on 
Gencral Guy and the local authorities. The Committee sat 
nineteen times and examined a large number of witnesses, in- 
cluding the Duke of Campripce, Sir Epwarp Luoanp, Sir 
Hore Grant, Colonel Sankey and Captain Burtanp of 
the 9th, Colonel JenNzR of the I]th, and Dr. SNELL of 
the 99th Regiment. | When the evidence had been duly 
considered, the Chairman and Lord HarmincTon each pre 
prepared a draft Report, and theso being read at a full sitting- 
seven members voted in favour of each. ‘The Chairman of course 
gave the casting vote iu favour of his own draft, which was 
thereupon proceeded with, but was during subsequent sitting, 
altered and “ amended ” until it gradually lost all semblance of 
its former self, and, we may add, nearly all its usefulness into 
the bargain. The Report in its published—and mutilated— 
state commences with a recapitulation of the mortality statistics, 
with which our readers are already sufficiently familiar. It then 
takes up the case of the 99th Regiment, the sickness in which 
is attributed solely to the unhealthiness of Kowloong, and the 
unfituess of the huts there for habitation by European troops ; 
but the Committee “express no opinion as to the military 
“necessity which, it has been stated, required that the 99th 
“ Regiment under these circumstances should be kept there for 
“five months; they confine themselves to expressing their 
“opinion that the .sanitary state described was due to the 
“adoption of that course.” Passing on to the case of the 9th 
and 11th Regiments, the excessive mortality they suffered from 
is set down partly to the unhealthiness of the season of 1865 
and to exposure to heat and malaria on duty ; but chiefly to defi- 
ciency of barrack and hospital accommodation and the overcrowd- 
ing which resulted therefrom. The Report however expresses 
no opinion as to who is responsible for this state of things. 
On the one hand it is urged that General Guy's instructions, 
gave him uo alternative and allowed him no freedom of action ; 
on the other, it is maintained that he had sufficient discretionary 
power to enable him to take such steps as would have at least 
greatly mitigated tho evil. On this point opinions were pretty 
equally divided; no one seems to be able to define where the 
power of the War-office ends and that of the Commander-in-Chicf 
begins, and between these two stools the Committee comes to 
the ground. As regards the employment of Indian troops we 
are glad to find that the Committee are unanimous in recom- 
mending it in the strongest possible terms ; and this is about 
the only practically useful suggestion in the Report from which 
we expected so much. Colonel NorrH has given notice that 
carly next Session he will call the attention of the House to its 
sane, and also to the inadequate pay of officers serving in

SIAM. 


OF the various forms of government obtaining among the 
countries of the Eastern Hemisphere the most remarkable is 
perhaps that of Japan, which to outward appearance admits of 
a double’ Monarchy ; for so the separate offices of M1kapo 
and Tycooy, or more properly SHtoGooN, are generally regarded. 
Tn reality however Siam, although its institutions are not gene- 
rally considered so interesting as those of the first-named coun- 
try, presents in its form of government an anomaly still more 
curious, inasmuch as it has maintained at different periods both 
a double and single sovereignty, in the former case the two 
potentates being distinguished by the respective titles of First 
and Second Kings of Stam. The general impression regarding 
the relative positions of the two Kings, which has gained 
credence chiefly through statements put forward by Sir Jonn 
Bownrrnc in his well known work on Siam, is to the effect that 
the kingly power is really divided, although in unequal shares, 
between the two Mouarchs ; aud this idea obtained additional 
currency through the medium of an obituary notice of the late 
Second Krxe which went the round of the English newspapers 
shortly after his death. SompercH Para PawARENDR RaMESR 
Mauiswarssr, the personage alluded to, was the younger brother 
of the present First (and sole) Kina. He is represented by 
Sir Joun Bowrina as a very distinguished man, possessing 
abilities of a high order combined with strong literary and 
scientific tastes ; speaking pure English, writing a good hand, 
and being only surpassed by his elder brother in energy and in 
the greater prominence of position enjoyed by the latter. Sir 
Joxun Bowrtne further represents the two Princes as residing 
together in the same palace and sharing almost equally in the 
pomp and ceremonies of the Court. Siam even more than 
Japan has been until very lately a sealed book to the inhabit- 
ants of the Western World, and therefore such erroneous im- 
pressions as here indicated are to a certain extent excusable ; 
the few words we have to say in correction of them are how- 
ever based on the highest possible authority. 

The Monarchy although ostensibly a divided one is not so 
in reality, the titular rank held by the late Second King being 
merely an honorary distinction conferred on him by his elder 
brother. ‘The position thus held gave him no definite share in 
the exccutive government of tho country, but nevertheless re- 
sembled to a certain extent that of our own Prince of Watxs, 
inasmuch as it indicated the highest rank in the country next 
to that of the supreme ruler; and had its possessor survived 
the First Kine ho would doubtless have acted as Regent during 
the minority of his successor. Nor must it be supposed that 
the sovereignty, whether sole or divided, is an absolute one ; 
the government is carried on by a Senate and a Council of 
Nobles presided over by the Kina, in speaking of whom we 
may now discontinue the numerical distinction hitherto in 
vogue, as the office of Second Kine is not likely at all events 
for the present to be renewed. The two brothers bave never 
resided together since their childhood, their palaces and most 
of their Court ceremonies having been kept entirely distinct, 
and varying in importance aud magnificence according to 
their relative positions. ‘Lhe Second Kixe commenced his career 
asan officer in the army, and greatly distinguished himself as 
commander of an expedition dispatched against the Cochin-Chi- 
nese, then at war with Siam. ‘The latter part of his life on the 
contrary was passed in retirement and inactivity except as regards 
the pleasures of the chase, to which he was much addicted. 
He had some theoretical knowledgo of navigation and mili- 
tary tactics, and had also studied English and some other 
foreign languages, but had made little use of these acquire- 
ments. Shortly before his death he became a dyspeptic 
invalid, and having unfortunately neglected the advice of his 
medical attendant eventually succumbed to the disorder. The 
present Kine, who is the legitimate Sovercign by right of suc- 
cession, is undoubtedly a wise and beneficent monarch. Dur- 
ing his early youth ho devoted himsclf entirely to study, and 
in the garb of a Buddhist priest spent some ycars in a monas- 
tery, during which time he acquired a fair knowledge of the 
Pali, Sanscrit, and other Oriental tongues ; also of history, 
geography, chemistry, and astrouomy, the latter being his 
favourite science. Ata later period he acquired English and 
Latin, Since his accession to the throne Siam has enjoyed un- 
parallo'ed peace and prosperity, amicable relations having been 
maintaived with all foreign Powers, while slow but sure pro- 
gress hss been made in developing tho internal resources of the 


country and improving the condition of its population.

The recent gunnery experiments upon the turret of the Royal Sove- 
reign and the recent engagement with the Spanish ironclad squadron at 
Callao have proved almost beyond a doubt that the system of revolving 
turrets is one which merits great attention. Such being the case, it re- 
mains yet to be determined whether the system cannot be developed on a 
much more extended scale than its most sanguine supporters ever ex- 
pected. A plan has been recently submitted to the authorities af the 
Admiralty and War Department which although bold in idea to the very 
extreme commends ite for ite simplicity. It is proposed by a civil en- 
gineer in Portsmouth that revolving ironclad forts should be erected on 
the foundations now in course of construction oa the No Man's Land 
Shoal and the Spit and Horse Sands, the forts upon which are intended 
to defend the roadstead known as Spithead. It is perfectly clear that if 
three men can turn with ease one of the turrets of the Royal Sovereign, 
although weighing 130 tons, a revolving ironclad fort could be turned 
with equal ease by powerful hydraulic machinery, even though weighing 
as much as 4,009 or 5,000 tons. At all events, the scheme is worthy the 
consideration of the authorities, and might fairly be left 10 the turret com- 
mittee or to the Chief Engineer at Portsmouth Dockyard to report upon 
its practicability. It is proposed that the diameter of these forts should 
be 219/t., being the same as that of the top course of the present founda- 
tions, having a double curvilinear sectional form, such form being, it is 
believed, preferable to that of a quadrant or that of an angle of 45 de- 
frees, The forts will have two tiers of 600-pounders mounted on an 
upper and lower tier, each containing 16 guns, or 32 in all, and will re- 
volve on three lines of rails with conical wheels, the wheels themselves 
being connected in the most powerful manner with the platform above, 
which, in reality, will form the foundation upon which the whole of the 
ironclad superstructure of the fort will rest. The guns will stand one im- 
mediately over the other upon an iron gallery, each two being separated 
from the others by iron divisions to avoid the possibility of accidents. 
The approximate weights would be as follows :— Wrought iron casing, 
2,000 tons; backing, framing, &c., 1,500; 32 600-pounders, 1,000 tons ; 
total weight to be turned by hydraulic power, 4,500 tons. Ample space 
will be provided within the forts for barracks, magazines, &c., but it is 
intended that a staircase should be erected in the centre, with an ironclad 
look-out tower forming its roof, We must now avail ourselves of iron, 
steel, or if there be any other harder and more durable metal known to 
keep out the ponderous shot and shell which are about to come into use. 


























Tue TELEGRAPH To InDIA.—At a meeting of the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce on the 8th, Mr. Horsfall, M.P., complained bitterly of the 
irregularity and incorrectness with which telegraphic communications were 
transmitted between this country and India. He mentioned one instance 
in which orders were sent to India ‘to purchase 1,)00 bales of cotton ; ” 
the orders received were to “ purchase 21,000 bales.” Another message was 
sent to a gentleman in India that his wife ia England ‘‘ had presented him 
with afine daughter.” Themessage received oy the gentleman was that “his 
wife had presented him with five daughters.” Trouble has fallen upon 
the proprietors of a Ceylon newspaper, because the zeal of their editor 
endeavoured to make sense out of telegraphic nonsense, and, sacrificing 
truth to reason, committed a very serious libel. ‘The story is thus told in 
a Bengal journal, brought by the last mail:— The Columbo Observer 
received the following telegram :—* Asiatic Bank shops loss hundred and 
forty-two thousand sterling,’ and published it thus— Report, Asiatic Bank 
stops: loss £142,000.’ Immediately a tremendous run on the branch 
banks at Colombo and Kandy ensued, and the institution has thereby 
sustained very serious damage. The local manager has acordingly brought 
an action for damages. The Observer, in so serious a matter, should 
have published the telegram word for word, as received, with remarks, It has 
since apologised, but the matter has been referred to the home directors.” 
This is published asa caution. The story wants completeness, for we do 
not learn from it what the intended message actually was ; but the practi- 
cal lesson to be gathered from it is not the less valuable for that. Print the 
message as it is Eiivered, and leave the public to find out its meaning. 
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Inptan Maits.—* An East India Merchaot” writes as follows: Si 

am not a newspaper grumbler, but because I do not always exercise it I 
have not given up my right to grumble and complain when an occasion 
arises which would, I think, justify something more than an anonymous 
growl. I wish to call your attention to the manner in which our Tndian 
Mail Service is carried on, and to the inconvenience, to use the mildest of 
terms, to which I, and doubtless hundreds of others are subject by the 
non-arrival of the mails at, or at least near, the contract dates. I was 
informed by telegraph that considerable remittances had been sent to me 
by the steamer wfongolia, which left Calcutta on the morning of the 9th 
of July. The duplicates were sent on the 16th of the same month via 
Bombay, and, I learn from a telegram in The Times, did not catch the 
steamer. The ‘‘ Postal Guide” informs me that the mail carried by the 
Mongolia should be delivered in London on the 13th. It did not, how- 
ever, reach Suez until the morning of the 9th, is * expected ” at Marseilles 
on the 16th, and may be in London on the 18th, but I do not hope to see 
my letters sooner than the 19th. This is what I want to complain of. 
The distance by Admiralty chart I make to be, from Calcutta to Suez, 
5,200 miles. IF we divide this by thirty-one it gives a run of a fraction 
over 167 miles a day, and by dividing again by twenty-four a trifle under 
secen miles an hour. How long would such a rate between this and 
Atnerica be tolerated? It isa notorious fact that the new vessels of the 
P. and O. Co. are beaten by the vessels of the French Company—that, 
in a word, they are not the P. and O. of old days, of which all used to be 
proud. I want to know if the penalties contained in their contract are 
ever enforced, and if they would be liable for any loss I might sustain by 
their failure to carry out their contract. 

Tue Suez Canat.—The anoual general meeting of the shareholders of 
the Suez Canal Company has been held at Paris, M. de Lesseps presiding. 
The report gave an account of the situation of the works, which were stated 
to be going on satisfactorily. The Viceroy of Egypt, the document declared, 
considered it @ point of honour to facilitate in every possible manner the 
termination of the canal, The expenses during the last year have been 
a little over forty millions of francs, and the total of the sums expended 
to the 30:h June, 1866, nearly 168 millions. The resources which the 
company may reckon for the completion of theworks are estimated at 150 
millions, a sum considered quite sufficient to support the outlay still to be 
made. The report was approved of, a committee named to examine the 
accounts, and the thanks ofthe meeting voted to M. de Lesseps. 

Tue Russo-Amgrican TgLecrarH.—The Colli Russian Tele- 
graph line has been completed to Frazer Lake. The work is being pushed 
vigorously, and the line is expected to reach “ Rocher de Bouiller” on 
the Ist of August.

CAPTURE OF THE “JACOB BELL,” FROM CHINA. 
(From the Ravenna (Ohio) Democrat.) 

Very many Ravennians well remember Mrs. H. Dwight Williams, wife 
of the gentleman who was the first cashier of the Portage County Branch 
Bank, whose residence in Ravenna covered the time between December, 
1847, and January, 1831, For some little time prior to the war Mr. 
Williams held the post of Commissioner of Customs at Swatow, China, 
one of the five ports through which commerce is admitted into the Celes- 
tial Kingdom, | On a homeward voyage, about two years since, on account 
of her health, on board the ship Jacob Beil, Mrs. Williams was captured 
by the rebel privateer Florida, and robbed of all her baggage, including 
letters, pictures, and curiosities she was bringing to America. The rebel 
commander of the Florida was Captain N. Maffit, whoa few years before 
the war had become the owner of some property in St. Paul, Minnesota. 
A complaint and prayer for the confiscation of a piece of property in that 
city, known as lot one,, in block thirty-six, upon which stands the 
building used as the St. Paul Press office, was commenced in the 
United States District Court, and was heard at its session at Winona 
early in June last—this being the first case of the kind decided in 
Minnesota. As the courts of the United States make it a rule that no 
decree of confiscation be entered unless the acts of rebellion be proved by 
testimony, it became necessary to summons from New York Mr. 
Williams, who was on the ship Jacob Bell when that vessel was lured 
by the Florida, and therefore an eye-witness of Maffit's overt acts of bosti- 
lity to the Government. Her testimony before Judge Nelson, though 
developing nothing new on the general charge of rebellion, was quite inte- 
resting for its personal reminiscences of the noted buccaneer who com- 
manded the Florida. . Mrs. Williams cherishes lively recollections of the 
robbing of her personal effects by Maffit, and would be glad to inflict upon 
him adequate punishment for his crimes. She gave an account of the 
capture of the Jacob Bell, and the part taken in the transaction by Maffit. 
On being taken on board the Florida, she heard a cultivated voice saying, 
Please take my arm, madam,” and being surrounded by rutfians, she 
allowed Captain Maffit to cpnduct her to his cabin. She afterwards banded 
to Captain Maffit a list of her private property, with the expectation that it 
would be saved from the fate reserved for the ship and valuable cargo. 
Mafiit told her that he could not save her property, and expressed regret 
at what she must suffer in seeing the destruction of so many of 
the nice, curious, and valuable articles which she- had purchased 
in China, Mrs. Williams obtained permission to return to the Jacob 
Bell, and there discovered the rebel officers and crew in the act of appro- 
priating ber property to their own use, which she was powerless to prevent. 
‘The officers of the FYorida split and broke open her packages, which con- 
tained laces, private letters, photographs of friends, and such as they did 
not want were cast on the deck and trodden under foot, While engaged 
in this business the Jacob Bell drifted against the Fiorida, and for a time 
all on board the latter were in imminent peril, But steam was got up, 
and the two vessels were disentangled, and soon after the Jacob Bell was 
fired and destroyed. Mrs. Williams gives Maffit a very bad character. 
He was outwardly civil, but if it could better have served his purpose and 
benefited his cause it would have cost him no pang to act the pirate to the 
death as he was acting it to the life. Mra. Williams was on the Florida 
two days, when she with all the officers and crew of the Jacob Bell were 
transferred to a Danish bark and taken to Bermuda. The evidence in re- 
gard to Maffi’s overtacts of rebellion being amply sufficient, Judge Nelson 
issued the decree of confiscation. 
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Tue San Fraxcisco axp Cina Lrve.—The first result of its 
establishment will be a vast increase in the Chinese population of the 
State of California and the adjacent territories. Eleven thousand China- 
men are now at work cutting the Pacific Railroad throuch the Sierra 
Nevada, and the number will be greatly increased next season.

It has created in the first place much indignation that Mr, 
Myer has succeeded in his endeavour to annul the Royal decreo 
of tho Sth of January, which of course has been already pro- 
claimed in India. You will remember that this important 
liberal measure for the Javanese consisted herein, that it was 
henceforth forbidden that the heads of the nativo tribes (in- 
tandsche hoofden) could claim personal services from the popu- 
lation, In consequence hercof the amount destined by Mr, 
Fransen van de Putte to give these chiefs compensation in 
money does not appear amongst the credits asked by Mr. Myer. 
Ergo, the natives must remain Ja gens taillable et corvéable a 
merci, The other reason why tho Liberals must disapprove of 
the budget is, that Mr. Myer declared that he would maintain 
the cultures, and especially those of coffee and sugar, while 
tho Liberals have done all they could of late years to promote 
free labour in India. In addition, his regulation of the sugar 
industry in India is such that the interest must be ruined, 
Decauso it will be impossible to maintain a competition with 
the European manufacture of beetroot sugar. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has asked in his 
budget for a credit of 200,000 francs, which amount is destined 
for s subsidy for tho steam-line between Juva aud Australia. 
This is certainly good news. 

Mr. H. C. Bekking, ex-resident of Rembang, the great promoter of 
free labour in India, died yesterday of cholera, at Scheveningen, which 
bathing-place is almost totally deserted. The death of this warm Liberal 
will create much sensation amongst his numerous friends in India.

The meeting of the Second Chamber was not very successful. 
Only forty-eight members wero present ; the others had pre- 
ferred to remain at their seats, from fear for the unhealthy 
conditioa of the Hague whero the cholera epidemic, as in 
most other places of our kingdom, still prevails, In the 
sitting of last Wednesday the President proposed that the dis- 
cussion about the East India budget should be opened on the 
next Monday ; Mr. Dumbar however thought it desirable that 
no time should be lost, and proposed that the debate should 
begin at once, Mr. Blusse was uot of that opinion. On the 
contrary, ho proposed that this budget should be examincd 
again iu the sections, which as ho said had become necessary by 
the important alterations which the Lill of Mr. Fransen van de 
Putte had undergone. Of course several members opposed this 
proposal, but after along debate the motion was approved of 
with a majority of eight votes. Notwithstanding the examina- 
tion in the sections had begun immediately, it has become very 
probable, by this new delay, that the budget cannot be brought 
into discussion in this sitting ; so much is certain, that a fort- 
night will scarcely be suflicicnt to change the s2ction report aud 
the ministerial reply ; and that Parliament in the meantime is 
prorogued till the last days of this mouth. This news will 
cause a great deal of disappointment in India, Mr. van der 
Maesen de Sombreff interpellated tho Cabiuct about the ques- 
tion of Limburg, and asked the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs if Limburg still formed a part at the German League or 
not, and if it was true that our Government had taken some 
military measures with a warlike purpose. ‘The reply of Count 
van Zuylen was very satisfactory ; he stated that Limburg 
would bo liberated from the German League without any un- 
acceptable condition, and that this was approved of by 
the forcign States. The Minister of War stated, in his turn, 
that the arming of some fortresess was only agencral measure, 
and served for the instruction of our troops. In spite of these 
tranquillising words frightening rumours aro still circulating 
about the alteration of the map of Europe. French and Ger- 
man papers again assert that plans exist that our province 
of Lit burg will bo annexed with Belgium, that our King’s, 
Grand Duchy of Luxemburg will be incorporated with France, 
and t we are to be indemnified with tho northern part of 
Oldeni.urg and Hanover. I believe that these rumours aro 
very piciature?; so much is certain that nothing is known about 
it from a very credible source, Novertheless it has made 
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so bad an impression that our Minister of War has asked a 
supplementary credit on his Budget for 1866 of 1,618,000f, 
for the construction of fortresses on the heath of Houten, in the 
province of Utrecht. This demand will, without any doubt 
‘meet with a severe opposition. 

The projects for the definite budget for 1867 aro all ready, 
and are sent to tho Council of State for examination. The 
Liberal papers are of opinion that the sentence of death for this 
Liberal-Conservative Orthodox Cabinet is concealed in theso 
budgets. 

Mr. J.J. van Mulkend’s seat in Parliament will perhaps be 
occupied by Mr. P. P. van Bosse, who is a candidate for Harlem, 
Some of the electors, however, made the ex-Minister of Home 
Affairs, Mr. Geertsema, candidate, 

The officers J.J. Baron van Melville, van Carnbee and Reuther 
have started for Paris, They are charged by the Government to 
examine the system on which tho breech-loaders are con- 
structed in France. Some days ago trials were taken with a 
gun (breech-loader) offered by tho North American officer 
Hemmington. This gun is said to be of a totally new construc- 
tion, and to give the best results, I shall wait for the official 
report to send you the truth about this important question. 

The plan to make dry land of the greatest part of the 
Zuiderzee (I wrote you thereabout in a former letter) becomes 
more and more consistent. Mr. T. J. Stieltjes is appointed to 
examine it, and will be aided by the corps of military enginccrs.

usual way with the telegraph wires in the interior, and furnished, 
moreover, with semaphores, by means of which a communication 
can be opened with passing vessels and messages transmitted 
to any part. Signals by semaphore between tho lightiouses: 
and vessels are made without charge, aud messages between the 
lighthouses and tho nearest telegraph station are charged at tho 
rate of fifty copecks for twenty words. ‘Telegrams from the 
land to a vessel must bo paid in advance, but messages frota 
passing ships at sea to their correspondents or agents aro 
payable by the receiver, 

Several contributions have lately been reccived here from 
Hamburg geutlemen residing in foreigu countries towards de- 
fraying the expenses of the interior decorations of the new 
Kunsthalle or Gallery of Art, now in course of construction, 
amongst which is a remittance of 590 marks baveo from the 
Germans residing at Siugapore, transmitted by Mr. Danelsberg, 
the Hamburg Consul at that port. 

The Prussian Handels-Archiv publishes in German a transla- 
tion of the toxt of the treaty of amity, trade, and naviyation 
concluded between Spain and China.

was signed at Tiontsin on the 10th Oct., 1864, by Senor Simi.

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ho and Shin-joan for China, The ratification having obtained | 
the consent of the Spanish Cortes it is ordered to be printed as 
law by Royal sign-manual of Queen Isabella, dated Aranjuez, 
May 11, 1866, and countersigned by Don Fernando Calderon 
Collantes, Minister of Grace and Justice. 

The Hamburg and Bremen contingents are still in the field, 
Divouacking pear Wurtzburg, in Bavaria, The men have suf- 
fered more from cholora than from the enemy. They are all 
furnished with the Prussian needle-gun; and, indeed, have 
been so for ten years, so that they are perfectly acquainted 
with the mode of handling them. The construction of the 
gun itself is no secret, but the composition of the charge, which 
ignites simply by the prick of a needle (or more properly pin, 
for the German word nudel signifies both needle and pin), is 
kopt as a Prussian State secret that has hitherto never been 
divulged. Perhaps it was an act of foresight on the part of 
Prussia to furnish the Hanseatic contingcuts with the needle- 
gun, in order to make them dependent on herscif for the ball 
cartridges. Certain it is that if the Free Cities had elected the 
other day to take the part of Austria and side against Prussia, 
their arms would have been perfectly harmless, simply by with- 
holding from them the needful ammunition. And it would 
have taken a long time to provide them with other muskets or 
rifles, and still longer to accustom the troops to handle them 


with due facility,

When the Commissioner was at Copenhagen, before proceeding 
to St. Petersburg, he engaged a party of mining engineers, me- 
chanics, aud miners from Sweden to go out to Peking for 
account aud at the expense of the Chinese Government. A 
few days ago a party of twenty-four of them passed through 
this city on their road to England, whence they will be for- 
warded to their destination. 

In the shipping list at foot will be found the departure of 
the Hamburg barque Alert for Shanghai, She takes out a 
cargo of 8,000 barrels of Gorman manufactured gunpowder for 
the Chincse Government, which haa hitherto made use of Eng- 
lish powder exclusively. The contract was concluded with the 
house of Messrs, Schabert and Mueller of this city, and it is 
understood that a second cargo has been contracted for and 
will be shipped for the same destination in a few wecks. If the 
quality gives satisfaction it will be a fine opening for competing 
with the English manufacturers of gunpowder, as the Germans 
can deliver it at a much lower figure.
